Since its inception, the TORONTO INTERNATIONAL COIN FAIR has issued a 
total of 9 official wooden tokens. It gives me great pleasure to be 

able to summarize the details for members of CAWMC, as well as to cor- 
rect previously-released issue figures. 


All TORONTO INTERNATIONAL COIN FAIR shows have been held at the Lake- 
shore Inn, 2000 Lakeshore Blvd. West, Toronto, Ontario. The hotel was 
previously known as the Seaway Towers, but due to new ownership and 
the confusion between its name and the Seaway Hotel which stands next 
door to it, the name was changed to the Lakeshore Inn. 


The hotel is ideal for shows such as the T.I.C.F., with its 140 
bedrooms of varying sizes, all with private balconies, some overlooking 
the open-air swimming pool. It has sufficient number of meeting rooms 
even for T.I.C.F.'s most ambitious plans such as educational seminars, 
bourse, exhibits, auctions, meetings, dinners and receptions. 


All nine woods have been made by Deluney's Wooden Nickel Company of 
Angus, Ontario. Since the first four have been illustrated previously 
in Norm Wells' book, only basic information and corrections are pro- 
vided here to conserve space. 


SPRING 1981 


The first T.I.C.F., held at the Lakeshore Inn, Toronto, on March 20 = 

22, 1981, produced a joint-venture wood between T.I.C.F. and The Coin 

enop of Toronto. The T.1I.C.F. side was printed in black, the Coin & 
Shop side in blue. 2500 were made on 38mm stock. Wells #5900-116. 


FALL 1981 


November 20 - 22, 1981. Jointly produced by T.I.C.F. and The Coin Shop. 
Both sides printed in blue. T.I.C.F. hosted the annual convention of 

the International Numismatic Society. Wells #5900-117, incorrectly 
published as having an issue of 3000. Actual quantity 1500, on 38mm stock. 


SPRING 1982 


April 2 —- 4, 1982. Jointly produced by T.I.C.F. and The Coin Shop. 
Both sides printed in blue. Wells #5900-152, incorrectly published as 
having an issue of 3000. Actual quantity 1500, on 38mm stock. 


FALL 1982 


November 19 - 21, 1982. Jointly produced by T.1I.C.F. and The Coin Shop. 
Both sides printed in blue. Wells #5900-153, incorrectly published as 
having an issue of 3000. Actual quantity 1500, on 38mm stock. 


All above issues were authorized by Chuck Moore, former owner of T.I.C.F. 
The T.I.C.F.-Coin Shop connection on the above woods is believed to come 
about as a result of a number of other joint-ventures they were involved 
in. 


With the purchase of T.I.C.F.'s name and assets by John Regitko of Toronto, 
precipitated by Moore's move to California, joint venture-woods were 
phased out in favour of woods used exclusively by T.I.C.F. The fol- & 
lowing is a complete list of OFFICIAL T.I.C.F. wooden issues for 1983:

They were also well distributed at numerous 
coin clubs throughout Ontario, prior to the Fall 1983 Show. 
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Both sides printed in green, with red numbering from 0001 to 1500. Quan- 
tity of 1500 made on 38mm stock. Used for door draws for subscriptions 
to Canadian Coin News. 
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Both sides printed in purple. 250 made on 38mm stock. Good for a cup 

of coffee at the Lakeshore Inn's coffee shop and dining room, as well 

as T.I.C.F.'s refreshment area. Redemption rate was 63 pieces. The & 
reason for the somewhat higher redemption rate of this piece over the 
Spring 1983 issue is due to the fact that the few that were turned in 
initially were recycled with the expressed promise by the recipients that 
they would be used for a complimentary coffee, apparently the only way 
most people could be encouraged to use them.
